Leaders After Ceateireaee. 

lAJuisvllle, Ky., November 9. — The 
plan to contest the election of Richard 
I'. Ernst, of Covington, as I nlted 
States Senator to succeed J. ('. \V. 
Beckham has been abandoned by Deni- 
o<;ratic state leaders, it la declared on 
exeellent authority, 

riie feeling prevails, it Is said, that 
sucli a contest would have no chance 
(if succeeding In a Reiiiiblican Senate. 
It still IS insisted that majorities re- 
turned for the senatorial and national 
tickets in tho mountain counties 
were most unreasonable on their face. 
Republicans meet this assertion by 
pointing out that only an average of 
80 per cent, marked the vote In the 
mountain counties, as against increas- 
es in tlie Democratic vole ranging 
from 2011 to SSti per cent, in the First. 
Second and Seventh Congressional 
Districts, compared with eleetton fig- 
ures of 1919. 

Cessation of conteat talk followed 
the visit here the last two days of 
Democratic leadera from various «ee- 
llons of the state, who. It Is salrt. vTr 
111 confennce with Senator Heckliain. 
Among the visitors was l lie .T. ll uv- 
Hrd, Chairman of the Kenton Cocnty 
Demoorattc Oaaipalgn Committee. 

It M inferred that Mr, Howard came 
to Louisville in response to a call 
from state headquarters to tell oxiietly 
whRt happened in Kenton county, 
which Cox carried by 4,S(iO and which 
Decklmm lost by about 1,200 The an- 
noimcement that there would be no 
contest followed closely upou the ron- 
fcrcnce with Mr. Howard. 

In !L letter addressed tO Rlrhurd I'. 
Ernst, Senator-elect, Mr. Howard said: 
"I place no credence In the cry of 
fraud made by the State Chairman of 
my party. I know you would not ac- 
cept an office gained by such methods 
as be Imputes to tbe workers of your 
p.-.rty •• 

.Mr. Howard, in his letter, congrutii- 
late.i .Mr. Ernst upon bis victory, and 
says that Mr. Ernst made the most 
remcrkable campaign in Kenton coun- 
ty he ever bad known in bis long po- 
litical experieaee. 

Senator-elect Brast made a most 
wonderful race. BV>rmer President 
Taft points to the fact that Mr. Ernst 
is the only Senatorial or Congression- 
al candidate In the nation ulio ran 
ahead of Senator W. Q. Harding. .Mr. 
Ernst Is also the flrst Kentucky Re- 
publloan to be elected to the Senate by 
the direct vote of tb» people.

Washington, Nov. g. — Storage of 
lawfully* aequlred liqaers In o^mmer- 
oial warriiouses and the transporta- 
tion of Buch stocks to the homes of the 
owner is not prohibited by the Vol- 
stead act, under a decision handed 
down today by llic SiiiHomc Court. 

In passing upon the appeal of Wil- 
liam G. Street of New York from de- 
«lBionB of lower ooarta refusing to 
enjoin Internal Reveaue officials from 
seising liquors he had placed in a 
room rented from a safety deposit 
company, the Supreme Coini re- 
versed tbe lower courts decision and 
held that the tajnadtlons ahould be 
granted. 

The effect of this ruling had not 
been fully appraised tonight by Inter- 
nal Ravenne and pr(ihlbtUon''enforo»- 
ment offldals. The '>helief was ex- 
pressed, however, that the resalt 
might be the release of some 10,00(1.- 
000 gallons of intoxicating beverages 
which have been stored in warehouses 
since .Taniiary IS. 1920

Imports enterins the United States 
in foreign vesels.' This action is very 
Important to the future of American 
shipping and President Wilson, 
through Secretary of State Colby, haa 
refused to give the notice to these for- 
eign governments as he was directed 
throuBli the provisions of (his law. 
This action of tlic President is. a.s I 
see it, even more important that the 
effect It has with regard to this one 
law. The position bo haa ttakea in 
tiM matter would ,lf carried out on 
other laws, give him or Any President, 
the power to make void or destroy any 
act of CongroiB passed in the regular 
way under the provlgions of the Con- 
stitution."

He 
seems to think that all matters con- 
cerning treaties are for him alone to 
handle but aooor^ng to the best legal 
mteds of the country and the law 
which they base their atatements upon 
he Is wrong. 

"The Conslitiitioii says he lias the 
powor to make treaties 'by and witli 
the consent of the Senate' but the Con- 
stitution does not give him an ex- 
press power to bring them to a close.

WINNES IS AGAIN 
ARRESTED AND PUT 
HI IML MHHiAY 

EniBiBlBf Trial lato the Marter of 
Miss Lnra Parsons Was Begnn 
XeMay at Hariaa— Teterfaarlan 
aad Hero 1Me« Matty. 

Harlan, Ky., Nov. 8.— F\)llowlng his 
rearrest on the Bccond warrant after 
bis release Saturday, on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Dr. H. C. Winnes. State 
veterinarian, wag placed on examin- 
ing trial here this afternoon, as was 
James (Robinson, negro oonvict. Both. 
are held on warrants ohaTglng murder 
of Miss Lura Parson, Pine Moun- 
tain school teacher, ontiraged and 
killed as she was walking over the 
mountain, September 7. 
' The second warrant against Dr. 
Winnes was sworn to by Senator Hi- 
ram A. Brock shortly before the ex- 
amining trial of RoUnaoB was to have 
begun this afternoon. An attorn^ for 
Dr. Winnes who obtained his release 
Saturday on the ground that the Coun- 
ty Court did not have jurisdiction In- 
asmuch as the grand jury had dis- 
missed the warrant against Dr. win- 
nes and announced that it would not 
attempt to obtain a second writ, vigor- 
ously protested. However, the motion 
of the prosecution that the examining 
trial Inrlude both Dr. Winnes and the 
negro eonvict carried after a lii alc I 
argunient on this point during which 
the attorney for Dr. Winnes raised the 
question of personal liberty and 
stressed the fact that the doctor hai! 
beei^ rearrested only flflve minutes bo- 
fore it was proposed to open his ex- 
amining trial. ■ - " 

County Judge W. F. Bailey ruled 
that he would give Dr. Winnes all the 
tmio he desired to obtaiti wiinesse: 
but then the trial should procee(' 
Jointly. 

The proseovtlon pointed out ;thai 
the examining trial really was in the 

nature of a court of inquiries and con- 
tended that it was for the interest of 
the doctor that all facts should he 
brought out at one time, thus allow- 
ing the guilt to be placed In the prop- 
er place and expediting proceedings. 

Attorneys for Dr. Winnes contended 
that while they deplored the crime 
they were not oencemed In any inves- 
tigation except that which affect their 
client and insisted that it was not 
proper to mix his trial with that of the 
negro. They also declared it was not 
treating Dr. Winnes justly, since he 
agreed to remain over as a witness In 
the negro trial, to reacrest him and 
put him <» trial within Ave minotoe. 
They urged a separate trial and asked 
to bo given until Wednesday to pre- 
pare their case.

Washington. Nov. 8. — American 
farmers broke ijroduction records of 
live crops this year. I'reliniinary esti- 
mates announced today by tliu depart- 
ment of Agriculture show the com, to- 
baeoo, rioe, sweet potatoes and pear | 
crops sorpaised in sise those of any | 
previous year in the country's his- 
tory. 

In addition very large crops were 
grown, iu some instances closely ap- 
proaching records of oats barley, rye. 
potatoes, apples and hay. The buck- 
wheat production record, however, 
has stood sinoe UM, with this year's 
crop of more than 8,000,000 bushels 
under it Final crop production fig- 
ures will be announced next month. 

Corn, king of all crops, and of 
which the L'nited States grows more 
than 7U per cent, of the world's out- 
pnt, reached the enormous total of 3,- 
199016,000 bushels. That is 76,000,000 
bnshfis more than ever before grown 
in any year. This is the third corn 
crop to exceed 3,000.000,000 bushels, 
the previous record having been made 
in 1912, while the crop of li)17 was the 
second largest 

In point of value tbhi year's corn 
crop wUl not eqnal that of last year. 
Based on the December 1 price, which 
was fl.SS a bushel. It was worth 
$3,934,234,000. Tlie crop of 1912 was 
valued at $l,52U,4a4.uOO un the Decem- 
ber I price of 48.7 cents a bushel, and 
the 1917 crop at 13,920,288.000, with 
the Peeenber prioe almost |1.I0 a 
bnshsL 

Hie value of this year's crop, based 

on the November 1 farm price, which 
was 87,3 cents a bushel, is estimated 
at $2,792,837,000. 

The tobacco crop this year, placed 
at 1,476,440,000 pounds by the prelim- 
inary estimate, is 87,000,000 pounds 
more than grown last year, when all 
previous reoorda were broken. Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and South Car- 
olina exceded their last years pro- 
duction, while Kentuclcy's crop thi.^ 
year Is 36,000,000 pounds less than a 
year ago.

Caretnll} Watebed and Ezaadna. 

llou .Hade I'pon Illness. 

County Agent George Kirk this 
morning issued the tollowlac state- 
ment: * 

For the first time la years bog chol- 
era has broken out In Mason county, 
and I eannot urge too strongly that 
those farmers yijfo have hogs vac- 
cinate at once. Following the loss of 
two hugs Mr. R, E. .Newell called Dr, 
R. .Moody to perform a post mor- 
tem examination Sunday alllernoon. 
Dr. .Moody pronounced the case hug 
cholera, and Mr. Newell asked me to 
get ass i stan ce from the Bgpariment 
statioa. I Immodlately called Dr. W. 
W. DImock, head of the Veterinary 
Department of the Experiment Sta- 
tion. He promised to send Dr. W. H, 
Simmons. Extension Veterinarian, at 
once, and Monday another post mor- 
tem was performed, and Or. Simmons 
corroborated Dr. Moody bt his diag- 
nosis. The remainder of Mr. NeweUt 
herd were given the simultaneous 
treatment Monday afternoon. 

This Is a splendid example of the 
quick action which Is possible by co- 
operating with the Experiment Sta- 
tion. Withing eighteen hours after the 
disease was discovered the serym and 
virus had been administered to every 
animal in Mr. Newell's herd, aad his, 
losses should be cheeked and held to 
u minimum. 

Hog cholera can l>o carried hy buz- 
zards, crows, do);s, ui in any mechan- 
ical manner from ono farm to another. 
It is especially essential that those 
men who have farms near that of Mr. 
N'ewell vaccinate their hogs at once, 
both for their own sakes and in order 
that the outbreak may be confined to 
one farm. Anyone who may have hogs 
that are sick should call a veterinar- 
ian at once. Failure to take uli due 
lirecautlons may result iu a rigid 
i|uarantlne. 

I shall be glad to assist in any way 
possible in cheeUng this outbreak, but 
the operation mnst be performed by a 
licensed veterinarian who has a per-
